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“If you commit a crime today there 
isn’t one chance in a thousand that 
you’ll escape punishment for it.” 
This was said last week by I. B. 
Klmhrell, prosecuting attorney of this 
county, says the 
Kansas City Star. 
And it is true. 
A man may go his wray unnoticed 
and obscure for years. 
But let him 
commit a crime and at once he be­ 
comes a man of importance, so much 
so that the w*hole legal machinery of 
the state is put to work to push him 
to the penitentiary or the gallows. 
Surely many a criminal must hav e 
wondered at the number of people 
who suddenly became interested in 
him, and at their persistence in work­ 
ing against him the moment he broke 
the law. From that moment his ev ery 
utterance was barkened to and writ­ 
ten down, ev ery mov ement was wratch- 
ed, all his past was inquired into, cir­ 
cumstances he had thought unimport­ 
ant w*ere magnified into 
mountains 
of condemning ev idence. 
Many a man has planned a crime for 
weeks or months and then has com­ 
mitted it, thinking that ev ery foot­ 
print was obliterated, only to And, 
within a few days after his arrest 
that the ev idences of his guilt stood 
up like guide-posts, pointing the w^ay 
unerringly to prison. 
There was Thomas W. 
Parks, a 
swaggering sort of a fellow, who kill­ 
ed a man who had smiled on his wife. 
“I planned it all out for days j^e- 
fore,” he said. 
He thought he v ;as sure of acquit­ 
tal. He said to a friend: “I’ll be out 
in a few days.” 
He !s not out yet. 
Within an hour after he fired the 
fatal shot the machinery of the state 
of Missouri was at work against him. 
He was seated In a room, police offi­ 
cers all around him, the prosecuting 
attorney w*riting dow*n ev ery 
word 
that he said. 
While this was going on at police 
headquarters an assistant prosecuting 
attorney w’as out m the neighborhood 
of the crime taking down statements 
of witnesses, inquiring about the past 
life of Parks, getting written state­ 
ments from his wife and 
children, 
gathering up all the letters Parks had 
written to his wife. 
Another assist­ 
ant had gone by the first train to 
Lawrence, Kas., to get written state­ 
ments from the father and mother of 
Parks to offset a possible defense of 
insanity. And so the 4aw kept work­ 
ing, and when Parks realized the sit­ 
uation his first courage oozed away. 
And so in the case of Austin Fran­ 
cis. He was a detectiv e. He thought 
he was too shrewd for the law. And 
when he planned 
to murder little 
Winona Newton he fixed an alibi that 
he believ ed could nev er be broken. 
But the eye of the law was upon kis 
ev ery step, and when he faced a jury 
his carefully planned alibi crumbled 
and the jury found his guilty, as he 
plainly was. 
And now comes Crone. Those who 
hav e followed the case in the news­ 
papers know how the police and the 
men of the prosecuting attorney’s of­ 
fice hav e swarmed ov er the trail be­ 
hind him, uncov ering so much ev i­ 
dence against him that he can hardly 
hope to escape a fierce legal fight for 
bis life. 
Very often a criminal is astounded 
in his trial w*hen some physical ev i­ 
dence of his crime, which he nev er 
thought was in existence, is 
coolly 
presented to the jury by the prose­ 
cutor. 
That was the case of Edgar 
C. Bailey, on trial for the murder of 
Albert Ferguson. 
He testified 
that 
Ferguson drew a rev olv er from his 
ov ercoat pocket and 
threatened to 
kill him. 
And then the prosecuting 
attorney reached under a table in the 
court room and drew out the v ery c<^t 
that Ferguson wore iv hen murdered. 
Without saying a word, coolly and de­ 
liberately, the prosecutor put on the 
coat and, standing before the jury, 
turned around and around, fumbling 
with his hands to find the pockets that 
were not there. Not a pocket, inside 
or out. was there in the coat. Bailey’s 
face was a study when that fact came 
out. 
In the trial of Mrs. Agnes Myers for 
The murder of her husband one of the 
strongest ev idences of her guilt was 
a letter she wrote soon after the 
crime and this letter she believ ed had 
been destroyed until the prosecuting 
attorney, hav ing introduced other In­ 
nocent letters of hers to prov e her 
handwriting, reached into an inner 
pocket of his coat and brought forth 
this damning letter and read it in 


deliberate v oice to the jury. Her law­ 
yers knew then that the rope was 
ready for her. 
All these ev idences of crime col­ 
lected by the prosecuting 
attorney 
are kept in his office. In a comer is 
a big safe. 
It is filled with dying 
statements of murdered men, state­ 
ments 
and 
letters 
of 
murderers, 
kniv es that hav e cut the life out of

clubs; stones, bottles that hav e been 
used as missiles; photographs

It is known to ev erybody that hun­ 
dreds of persons hav e been put to 
death by mobs in this country, says 
the Outlook. 
It it estimated 
m at 
within twenty-two years ov er 3,000 
hav e thus been killed without trial. 
And yet Judge Amidon, in his article 
in The Outlook, said that “during 
the last sev enty-fiv e years nowhere 
in the British empire has a man been 
snatched from the custody of the law 
and sacrificed to mob v iolence.*' 
That 
fact placed beside the history of one 
year in America is enough to justify 
this country's reputation for lawless­ 
ness. 
One explanation is sufficient 
for 
facts such as these. It is, in Judge 
Amidon's words that "the administra­ 
tion of the criminal law has nearly 
broken down in America." Judge Am­ 
idon also explained why ft has nearly 
broken down. 
It is because in crim­ 
inal proceedings it has become the 
practice to fix attention 
upon 
the 
av oidance of technical error rather 
than upon the obtainment of 
jus­ 
tice. 
In his readable book 
of 
essays. 
"Moral Ov erstrain," Mr. Goorge W. 
Alger, a New York attorney, charac­ 
terizes a criminal trial as " a rigid 
schoolboy examination of the 
trial 
judge on the law'." 
The counsel for 
the accused,
